Terrible Catastrophe Brought About by Train of Empty 


'Pullmans Crashing Into Circus Sleepersr-Engineer 
-'Thought to Have Been Dead at the Throttle as He Ran 


Past All Blocks and Signals Which Had Been Put Out 
by Circus Trainmen—Surgeons and Nurses Rushed 
to Scene in Special Trains from Chicago and Nearby 
Towns. 
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Chicago, June 22.—Seventy mem- 


bers of the Hageabeck-Wallace cir- 
cus were killed, according to the es- 
timate of Manager Gollman of the 
show, When- a Michigan Central train 
of empty Pullmans, running CO miles 
an hour, crashed into a special train 
of sleeping cars at Ivanhoe, six miles 
west oi-,Gar,v% Ind. .Nearly the entire 
personnel of the-circus was ttiped 
out in the sniash-up. The show ex- 
hiblted In Michigan- .City, Iiifl., last*

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''-Pour wooden coaches in which, the 
circus pecfprraers were sleeping..;were 
demolished "arid the victims, caught 
in the -wreckage, are believed to have 
burned to death as it caught lire 
and burned for hours. Most of those 
killed .were crushed to death in their 
sleep. The crash came so suddenly 
there was no chance to escape. 


Six hours after the wreck eight 


.bodies hart been taken to morgues 
and 25 persons were missing,- and 
believed tb-nave been incinerated in 
the wreck. One hundred and twenty 
injured persons were taken to hos- 
pitals at; Gary. Twenty others were 
brought to Hammond, Ind. 


At Gary-it was said that 28 of the 


injured could not survive, and six at 
Hammond were reported beyond hope 
of recovery. Four died at Hammond 
and four on the relief train car- 
rying injured from Ivanhoe to. Gary.

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Chicago, June 22.-—The personnel 


of the Hagenback-Wallace show is 
believed to have been 
practically 


wiped out in a disastrous railroad 
collision -between Michigan City and 
Hammond, Ind., today. According to 
meager details received at Michi- 
gan Central officials a hundred or 
more persons were killed or injured. 
Four coaches in which members of 


tlie circus were sleeping were de- 
molished by a rear-end collision. 


The show was traveling in two sec- 


tions, of a Michigan. Central train 
going from Michigan City to Ham- 
mond. 
At East Ivanhoe a hot-box 


caused the second section to stop 
A train of empty Pullmans, coming 
to Chicago, crashed into it, the loco- 
motive plowing its way through the 
day car and four sleeping,cars. The 
injured were taken itb; hpspital| at 
Hammond and X3ary.

Here and there in the wreckage 


legs and arms protruded and groans 
testified to the suffering of tho;se 
still alive. .Trainmaster Wtiipple of 
the Michigan Central, was on the 
train and was reported among the 
missing. 
Fourteen injured persons from the 


wrecked circus train were taken to 
St. Margaret's hospital in Hammond, 
and it was said that 50 others had 
been taken to the hospital at Gary. 


Ed Ballard, owner of the circus, 


estimated the dead at 50 and the in- 
jured at 75. A number of valuable 
horses are believed to have perished 
also. 
The accident occurred at about 


4:30 a- m. It was impossible to ob- 
tain water and the flames burned un- 
checked. 
L. W. Land man, general passen- 


ger agent of the Michigan Central, 
said that his pnly explanation of the 
wreck was that the engineer of the 
train of empties must have been dead 
at the throttle. 
'In no other way can I account for 


the fact that he ignored all of the 
usual danger signals placed by the 
circus train," said Mr. Landman.

est fortifications program ever sub- 
mitted by any government. The bill 
carries a total of $5,435,096.224, the

pieces will be carried on also at 
plants of the Bethlehem and Mid- 
vale steel companies, the report dis- 
closes, because of the length of time 
required for the building of large 
guns. It shows the government has not

It is HOW up to the clt\ council 
to complete the piogram b\ pioviding 
for an inciease 1:1 the department of 
four more men to the fiie depaitment 
bcrvlcc, by which then* will be pro- 
vided a force of tlnoe men and a cap- 
tain for the new dipartmcnt. and pass- 
ing an ordinance establishing tlie de- 
partment. If this depaitinenl is estab- 
lished it will be knoun as Fiie Depart- 
ment No. B. The 
dlrectoi 
ol 
public 
safety has compiltd estimates made by 
leading contractoi •> of the city and it 
will cost less than 
$.">00 to put 
the 
South Third street school building in 
first class shape for an ideal lire de- 
pai tment building, as outside, of the 
necessary 
alterations it will only bo 
necessary to puiclias>e some more fito 
hose and a fire alum indicator. 
This building is one of the best built 
ones in the city, and through it not 
being used is rapidlv depreciating in 
value, and is becoming an eyesore to 
residents of the i.outh End. If this

THE GASOLINE SITUATION 


VS. GERMAN PROPAGANDA 


A variety of insidious German pro- 


paganda has been directed against 
the automobile industries 
of 
this 


country. A number of alarming and 
malicious- stories have broken loose 
simultaneously in a dozen of 
the 


larger cities and while the stories 
may vary in some unimportant de- 
tails, the purpose of them all has 
been the same and that is to alarm 
the motoring public and to create, if 
possible, a state of doubt and un- 
certainty and panic regarding the fu- 
ture of the motor car. 


One story which has been indus- 


triously circulated was that begin- 
ning July 1st the government would 
order the discontinuance of the use 
of passenger cars on Sundays, for a 
period of twelve consecutive Sun- 
days. 
Another Hun lie was to the 


effect that the government 
wouw 


shortly issue gasoline cards for a ra- 
tion of one gallon per day to all pas- 
senger cars and that in the very near 
future it would be necessary to use 
a mixture of half gasoline and half 
kerosene. All these and similar sto- 
ries are as false as they are malic- 
ious. 
* 


There is no shortage of gasoline as 


yet in this country; there 
is 
no 


shortage of gasoline transportation. 
It is not to be denied that there is a 
possibility of a gasoline shortage in 
the future and that it will be neces- 
sary eventually to 
conserve 
and 


economize on the use of gasoline, but 
at the present time there is no short- 
age and the government is not con- j 
templating any action of an alarm- 
ing nature. 


It is- necessary, however, to con- 


serve fuel, oil and coal, and the re- 
cent order of the government to this 
effect was directed solely at the use 
of pleasure yachts and it was ex- 
plicitly stated in the bulletin sent out 
by the fuel commission that "this 
order does not apply to gasoline." 


Congress has passed the Oil Leas- 


ing Bill, providing for the opening 
up of over 6.000.000 acres of oil land 
in the west. 
Not more than 5.COO 


acres may be leased to a corporation 
and 5<50 acres to an individual. The 
government is lo receive one-eighth 
of all the oil obtained. 


This is no time to be hysterical: 


be sensible, sit tight and "don't rock 
the boat" is good advice to every 
motorist at this time. 
Pay no at- 


tention to wild and improbale ru- 
mors affecting the use of motor ve- 
hicles. 
It is the patriotic duty of 


every automobile owner to conserve 
in service by co-operating with the 
dealer and toe service station in a 
movement to close a!3 service sta- 
tions at night and on Sundays. 


Thirty thousand skilled mechanics
